GET OVATION ON 
REACHING PARIS 


Girls Administer Kisses and Pin 
Flags on Them; Men Wildly 
Cheer. 


ORPHANS KNEEL TO FLAG 


Battalion Will Participate To- 
morrow in Fourth of July 
Celebration. 


YARIS, July 3.—A battalion of Ameri- 
Can troops arrived in laris this morn- 
ing to parade tomorrow, July 4. The 
Americans were greeted by wildly en- 
thusiastic crowds when they marched to 
Neuilly Barracks, where they are quar- 
tered. 

The Americans arrived at the Auster 
Hitz station at 7:40 p’clock, having beer 
86 hours on the way from the French 
port at which they debarked. 

Headed by their own band, the sol- 
@iers carrying their rifles and field 
packs, feil in and marched off to the 
barracks. The crowds waved American 


and French flags. Hundreds of Ameri 
cans were in the throng. 
Flowers in Their Path. 

As the troops swung through the 
‘streets, French gitis pinned bouquets 
and American flags on the _ soldiers’ 
breasts, Flowers were scattered alons 
the route. The band played “Yankee 
Doodle,”” “Dixie,” “‘Marching Througa 
Georgia’ and other American airs. 
French soldiers on leave grasped th:> 
hands of the Americans and marched 
beside them. 

several times groups of shop girls on 
their way to work slipped through the 
police lines and kissed the soldiers, t»> 
their great embarrassment. Now and 
then an American, voice would be heard 
calling out, “Hello, boys, welcome tv 
Paris,” or “‘Good luck.’" When the regi- 
mental colors were carried past, the 
men bared their heads. 

The Americans were greatly surprised 
to see a number of children knee! in 
the street as the x was carried by. 
They were eetantiliron an institution 
in the neighborhood. 

’ The soldierly bearing of the men im- 
pressed the military observers. They 
were lean and browm, aiid the new fleld 
packs gave them quite a different: ap- 
pearance from British cr continental 
soldiers. 

Honors for Gen, Pershing. 

On the morning of the Fourth a 
French band will serenade Gen. Per- 
shing, playing patriotic airs out- 
side his mansion window. After- 
ward the General will be the central 
figure in a commemorative ceremony at 
the Invalides, where he will be pre- 
sented with a pennant by the Society 
of the Cincinnati of France, and also 
with a lace flag donated by the town 
of Le Puy, Haute-Loire. The Amer- 
ican troops, headed by an escort of WD 
Wrench soldiers, will march afterward 
to the Picpus Cemetery, where speeches 
will be made at the tomb of Lafayette. 

The American troops’ participation 
im the celebration was requested by the 
French authorities. 


POSTOFFICE BUSINESS AS ‘USUAL’

He ahnounces receipts at the postoffice 
as follows:

per cent. Receipts year ending June 30, 
1917, $5,900,691.48; receipts year .ending

This shows a decrease in postal re- 
ceipts of .44 per cent for June, 1917, as 
compared with the same month in the 
preceding year; an increase of 84 per 
cent for the quarter ending June 30, 1917, 
as compared with the same quarter 
last year, and an increase of 488 per 
cent for the year's receipts as compared 
with those of the preceding year.

Party of Men, Women and Chil- 
dren Escorted to West End 
of Eads Bridge. 


Municipal Lodging House Used 
for Temporary Care of the 
Refugees. 


An officially conducted exodus of sev- 
eral hundred Last St. Louis negroes to 
St. Louis took place shortly. before noon 
today. The negro men, women and chil- 
drén who had been under the protection 
of Illinois’ militiamen in the East Sice 
city hall since last night were rounde‘ 
up and were marched, by the [ads 
bridge route, to this city. Two militia 


| companies served as their escort. 


The St. Louis Municipal Lodginy 
House, 110-112 South Twelfth street, was 
opened to the refugees by order of act- 
ing Mayor Aloe, and $100 was taken 
from the Mayor's contingent fund for 
the feeding of the negroes there. A 
negro charitable organization, with ar. 
office near the city hall, did what it 
could to care for those who were di- 
rected to it. A meeting of city officials 
and Red Cross representatives was 
called for the purpose of providing for 
the needs of the destitute blacks in the 
next few days. 

The refugees were of every age and 
size. There were infants in arms, and 
children pushed in buggies or pulled in 
express wagons. There were pickanin- 
ries carrying pets, one hugging a small 
chicken. 

There were white-haired men and bux- 
om mammies, and there were men and 
women, young and middle-aged, who 
seemed unable to recover from the hor- 
ror of yesterday’s experiences, or to re- 
alize where they were going. 

The fugitives carried hand baggage 
and household possessions of al sorts. 
Some talked of finding relatives or 
friends in St. Louis, and some were 
without any other thought than to get 
away from the town where, they felt, 
their lives might be no safer tonight 
than they were last -night. 

They were more than 20 minutes cross- 
ing the Broadway viaduct, which leads 
to the bridge approach. The two com- 
panies of soldiers would have been a 
scanty protection for so many negroes 
if the spirit of last evening. had been 
shown by the white men along the 
streets, but there was no attempt to 
molest the pitiable procession. 

At the St. Louis end of the bridge, a 
police guard inspected and searched the 
men, but permitted all] to enter the city. 
Two negro men seized suit tases which 
travelers had laid down, and ran away 
with them, a policeman throwing his 
club after one of them in the attempt 
to stop him. 

Eerlier in the morning, smaller groups 
of.negro refugees were taken into St. 
Louis over the free bridge. 

One of the boys told of his home 
having been fired upon by the whites. 
He said that every time he ventured 
out on the street he was slapped or 
kicked. He and_his mother finally 
packed some of their belongings and 
fled. 

Among the refugees were several 
Southern: negroes who said that they 
had been attracted to East St. Louis 
by advertisements for laboring men, 
offering good wages. The jobs were 
offered by steel plants, street rail- 
way companies and the aluminum ore 


works, they said. They did not know

EYE-WITNESS, DESCRIBES 
MASSACRE OF NEGROES 


Victims Driven From Home by Fire, Stoned, 
Beaten and Hanged When Dying— Women 
Fight Militiamen and Assist in Work.

A Staff Reporter of the Post-Dispatch. 
For an hour ard a half last evening I saw the massacre of helpless 
negroes at Broadway and Fourth street, in downtown East St. Louis, where 


a black skin was a death warrant. 


I have read of St. Bartholomew’s night. 


1 have heard stories of the 


latter-day crimes of the Turks in Armenia, and I have learned to loathe the 
German army for its barbarity in Belgium. But I do not believe that Mos- 
iem fanaticism or Prussian frightfulness could perpetrate murders of more de- 
liberate brutality than those which I saw committed, in daylight by citizens 


of the State of Abraham) Lincoln. 

I saw man after man, with hands 
raised, pleading for his life, surrounded 
by groups of men—men who had never 
seen him before and knew nothing 
about him except that he was black— 
and saw them administer the historic 
sentence of intolerance, death by ston- 
ing. I saw one of these men, almost 
dead from a savage shower of stones, 
hanged with a clothesline, and when it 
broke, hanged with a rope which held. 
Within a few paces of the pole from 
which he was suspended, four other 
negroes lay dead or dying, another 
having been removed, dead, a short 
time before. 14 saw the pockets of 
two of these negroes searched, without 
the finding of any weapon. 


Rock Dropped on Negroes Neck. 
I saw one of these men, covered 


with blood. and half conscious, raise 
himself on his elbow, and look feebiy 
about, when a young man, standing 
directly behind him, lifted a flat stone 
in both hands and hurled it upon his 
neck. This young man was much bet- 
ter dressed than most of the others. 
He walked away unmolested. 

I saw negro women begging for mercy 
and pleading that. they had harmed no 
one, set upon by white women of the 
vbaser sort, who laughed and answered 
the coarse sallies of men as they beat 
the negresses’ faces and breasts with 
fists, stones and sticks. I saw one of 
these furies fling herself at a militia- 
man who was trying to protect a ne- 
gress, and wrestle with him for his 
bayonetted gun, while other women at- 
tacked the refugee. 

What I.saw,. in the 9 minutes between 
6:30 p. m. and the lurid coming of dark- 
ness, was but one local scene of the 
drama of death. I am satisfied that, in 
spirit and method,-it typified the whole. 
And I cannot somehow speak of waht I 
saw as mob violence. It was not my 
idea of a mob. 

Crowd Mestiy Woeorkiagmen. 

A mob is passionate, a mob follows 
cne man or a few men biindly; a mo 
sometimes takes chances. The East St. 
Louis affair, as [T saw it, was a man 
hunt. conducted on a sporting basis, 
though with anything but the fair play 
which is the principle of sport. The 
Kast St. Louls men took no chances 
except the chance from siray shots, 
which every spectator of their , acts 
took. They went in small groups, there 
was little ‘eadership. and there was o 
horribly cool deliberatenese and a spirit 
of fun about it. I cannot allow even 


the doubtful excuse of drink. No man 
whom I saw showed the effect of liquor. 

It was no crowd of hot-headed youths. 
Young men were in the greater number, 
but there were the middle-aged, no less 
active in’the task of destroying the life 
of every discoverable black man. It 
was a shirt-sleeve gathering, and the 
men were mostly workingmen, except 
for some who had the aspect of mere 
loafers. I have mentioned the peculiarly 
brutal crime committed by the only man 
there who had the appearance 6f beinz 
a business or professional man of any 
standing. 

I would be more pessimistic about 
my fellow-Americans than I am today, 
if | could not say that there were other 
workingmen who protested against the 
senseless slaughter. I would be ashamed 
of myself if I could not say that I 
forgot my place as a professional ov- 
server and jcined in such protests. But 
I do not think any verbal objection had 
the slightest effect. Only a volley of 
lead would have stopped those mur- 
derers 

“Get a nigger,’" was the slogan, and 
it was varied by the recurrent cry, “Get 
another!" It was like nothing so much 
as the holiday crowd, with thumba 
tufn dad down, in the Roman Coliseum 
except that here the sheuters were their 
own gladiators, and their own wild 
beasts. 

When I got off a State street car or 
Broadway at 6:3), a fire apparatus was 
on its way to the blaze in the rear of 
Fourth street, south from Broadway. 
A moment's survey showed why this 
fire had been set. and what it was 
meant to accomplish. 

Fire Drivesx Oat Nearoes. 

The sheds in the rear of negroes’ 
houses, which were themselves in the 
rear of the matn buildings on Fourth 
street, had been ignited to drive out 
ihe negro occupants of the houses. And 
the slayers were waiting for them to 
come out 

It was stay in and be roasted. or come 
out and be slaughtered. A moment be- 
fere | arrived, one negro had taken the 
desperate chance of coming out, and the 
rattle of revolver shots, which I heard 
as | approached the corner, was fol- 
lowed by the cry, “They've got him'’’ 

And they had. He lay on the pave- 
ment. a bullet wound in his head and 
his skull bare In two places At every 
movement of pain which showed that 
life remained, there came & terrific kick

The Minis- 
ter was replying to criticism of the op- 
position that the dispatch of Japanese 
warships to the Mediterranean was not 
required by the terms of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance and was merely for 
the benefit of the entente and not for 
Japan. 
M. Kato declared the Government was 
justified in co-operating with the allies 
to bring about the defeat of Germany.

KILLED IN 


E. ST. LOUIS” 
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Twelve Companies of Militia 
Gain Control of Situation 
After All-Night Rioting and 
Man - Hunting — - Three 
White Men Lose Lives. 

Guardsmen Patrolling the 
City, and Adjutant-General 
Believes Military Force Is 
Ample. 

Blacks Shot in Their Burning 
Homes or as They Fled 
From Them; Others Killed 
in the Street. 


Twelve companies of the Illinois 
National Guard patrolled East St. 
Louis downtown streets today, in the 
effort to prevent assemblages any 
where which might lead to a renewal 
of the indiscriminate slaughter of 
negro men which was carried on ves- 


-terday afternoon and last evening by 


lawless crowds in the streeta. 


At 11:30 a. m., white rioters set fire | 


to deserted negro homes on Bond ave 
nue and Trendley avenue, near Fourth 


st. Four houses were destroyed and « 
others partly burned. All were stiil 
furnished, though the owners had 
abandoned them. A riot call was sent 
in from Fifteenth and Broadway at 
about the same time as the fire alarmgy, 
and policemen who went there arrés<- 
«lL 7 men, whites and negroes, but thy 
listurbanee was considered less ser:- 
us than previous ones. - 

27 Bedies Aceounted fer. 

The bodies of 21 negroes, beaten, 
shot, clubbed and stoned to death, one 


,of them a 2-yeat-old girl, were-in two 


undertaking establishments, 
burned, were still in the streets. 
Three white men were killed during 
the evening,. James Moore of 423 
South Fourth street, Charles Boyle of 
442 North Fifth street and Joseph 
Coleman of 1613 John atreet.

Last evening’s atrocities were the 
culmination of race disturbances im 
East St. Louis which date from com- 
plaints, made in May, of an influx of 
negro laborers from the South, taking 
jobs in industrial plants. There was 
rioting May 28 and 29, but fatalities 
were prevented by the calling of mili- 
tiamen. 

Talk against the negroes continued, 
ind Sunday hight, after several misor 

acial encounters, a group of armed 
negroes fired on an automobile load of 
policemen, killing, Detective Sergt, 
Coppedge and wounding two polite- 
nen. In another place, on the same 
‘ight, a policeman and two other 
shite men were shot by negroes. 

Started by Detective’s Murder: 

The Coppedge murder was the oe 
casion of yesterday afternoon's éav- 
age outbreak, which became more 
acute toward sundown, and whieh 
was checked, shortly before dark, 
when militiamen arrested « large 
group of white men whe were about 
to lynch a negro on Broadway. This 
arrest was the first adequate attempt 
of the State troops to deal with the 
situation. Before this they were pas 
sive spectators of several atrocious 
xillings. The police, who seemingly 
sympathized with the street crowds, 
were a negligible factor first and last. 


Shortly before noon, it was am 
nounced that more troops would prob- 
ably not be asked for today. Ad je- 
tant-General Dickson, who arrived 
from Springfield at daylight, hoped 
the number on hand would suffice. Of 
the twelve companies, six were 68 
duty last evening—about 400 mes is 
all. The companies which arrivér 
later were fuller, aumerically, thas 
those arriving first.

He was 
asked why the guardsmen did not 
ude force to put down the lawlessness, 
to the point of shooting or bayoneting 
gome of the daylight slayers of ne- 
groes. He replied that if this had 
been done, there would have been 
wholesale blooashed, and that the 
most determined group of rioters had 
been placed under arrest. He hoped 
this would help the military force 
wow on hand to prevent further kill- 
ings. 

Gol. Clayton, who was in command 
of the militia until the arrival of Col. 
Tripp yesterday, said today, in an- 
swer to a Post*Dispatch 
question, that the orders of the mili- 
tiamen yesterday were to arrest all 
persons seen rioting, disperse | all 
mobs and to use any means necessary 
for the protection of life and prop- 
erty. . 

Many Held by the Police. 

Besides patrolling the streets, the 
militiamen guarded the police station, 
where a large body of white men, ar- 
rested for alleged participation in the 
street carnage, were held, ana where 
@ mass of negro men was also held. 
Several soldiers watched the city 
hall, where negro women and children 
refugees were huddled in a pitiable 
eongregation. 

Sixty-tw> negroes, injured the 
rioters, were in hospitals and others 
Wére believed to be concealed in their 
homes. The 16 injured and wounded 
White persons were in hospitals. 

Negroes by the score were seen to day 
walking out of town One group was at- 
taeked by white men in a switch Yard. 
Militiamen,. firing their rifles in the air, 
dispersed the whites. No attempt was 
made to keep negroes from leaving he 
city. 

Three cases of smallpox developed last 
night among the hundred or more in- 
jured negroes quartered on the third 
fioor of the city hall, according to Red 
Cross workers who are in attendance. 
The three were sent to the Isolation 
Hospital on the outskirts of the city. 
The quarantining of the building is be- 
ing considered. 

Saloons Remain Closed. 

Saloons remained closed today, by tne 
Mayor’s order. Cars of -the East St. 
ivuis & Suburban Railway resumed 
norma) service through East St. Louis. 
they were stopped at 7 p. m. yesterday 
by order of Mayor Mollman. 

Six negroes were killed within an hour 

«evening, on Fourth street, near 
Broadway, one of them being lynched 
‘our were killed as they ran from their 
burning homes at Third street and Bra- 
dy avenue, by a group of pursuers, in 
which four girls, none of them more 
than 20 years old, and all carrying re- 
volvers, were conspicuous. 

In no cage did it appear that any of 
the negroes was known to have had any 
part in the killing of Detective Cop- 
pedge. Men were killed simply because 
they were black, and the only limit on 
the slaughter was the ability of the 
crowd to find negroes, and the intermit- 
tent protection of the militia, which 
amounted to little, for a time, at the 
moet serious centers of disturbance. 

Police Station Is Filled. 

The streets were quiet this morning, 
bat the city hall and the adjoining po- 
lice station were the scenes of confusion 
und ‘distress.

Negro Barbers, Trapped in Shop, 


Killed as They 


At Eighth street and broadway in 
bast St. Louis, about 7:30 o’cloc® last 
night, the mob of white men surround- 
ed-a barber shop on the southwest 
corffer. Two white men Went into the 
barbershop searching for negroes. Tw» 
negroes hiding in the shop, fired on 
the two members of the mob, who ran 
out and fell on the sidewalk in front 
on the shop. Both had been wounded. 

The mob set fire to the barber shot, 
and guarded it with their guns while 
it burned. There was no rear entrance, 
and the negroe¢ were penned up in the 
ourning~ bufiding. After the buildinx 
had been burning about 15 minutes, the 
negroes, fired through the windows intuv 
the mob, killing an unidentified white 
man and wounding Charles Carson, a 
l4-year-old hoy. » 

A few minutes later the negroes 
- dashed through the flames and ran into 
the street. There was a fusillade of 
shots fired by the mob, both negroes 
being killed. 


_Barning of Negroes’ Homes. 

About 8 p. m. part of the mob began 
turning houses at Fourth and Division 
streets, and as soon as the negro homes 
in this vicinity were destroyed another 
group of houses at Seventh street and 
Broadway was set on fire. All the 
houses occupied by negroes between 
Missouri! and St. Louls avenue, were 
burned a few minutes later. 

Charies Beach, an ambulance driver, 
was shot in the head by a mob of ne- 
vroes at Tenth street and Missouri ave- 
fue about ll p. m. Beach had been on 
the ambulance all the evening, aiding itn 
removing wounded to the hospitals. 

Thomas Canavan. president of the 
Board of Local Improvements, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today of his ex 
periences with a negro mob in the vi- 
cinity of Fourteenth street: and Bond 
avenue. As he was driving west on 
Bond avenue, with his son and two 
grand children in his automobile, he met 
Dr. A. B. McQuillan, and his wife, of 
2138 Virginia avenue, driving east.

Bits of Clothing as Souvenirs. 

Pieces of the hats, coats and shirts 
of the negroes left dead in the streets.

streets. 

On Fourth street near Broadway, after 
dark, three men saw a negro, appar- 
ently dead, lying in the gutter. One 
flashed a pocket electric lamp in his 
face, and saw that he seemed to be 
breathing. 


“Look at that—- ——” he exclaimed. 
“Not dead yet."" And he and one: of 
his companions each fired a bullet into 
the dying man’s head, put their re- 
volvers back in their pockets and went 
on. 


Policemen this morning did ‘heir ut- 
most to prevent the taking of plotc- 
graphs of the fire ruins or of the ne- 
groes’ bodies, stil) lying in the streets.

started to drive across a vacant lot. Sud- 
denly armed negroes, hiding in the 
weeds, arose and began firing on his 
machine. He was hit on the head with 
a bullet and stunned. The negroes 
charged the machine. One negro placed 
the muzzle of his gun against Dr. Mc- 
Quillan’s breast, while the mob yelled, 
“Finish him.’’ 

Mrs. McQuillan pushed the muzzle of 
the gun away from her husband's breas' 
and pleaded with the’ mob not to kill 
him. Some of the negroes employed by 
the Aluminum Ore Co. recognized Dr. 
McQuillan as the company’s physician, 
and interceded for him. Their pleas 
were heeded by the mob, and Dr. Me. 
Quillan was allowed to escape. 

Canavan said that he saw the negroes 
shoot two men at Fifteenth street and 
Bond avenue, one being unidentified and 
the other being George Herr. Canavan 
said that the unidentified man appeared 
to be dead, but he stopped his machine 
and picked up Herr and took him to the 
dispensary. As he was escaping he said 
that many shots were fired by the ne- 
groes at his automobile. 

He said that the negro mob was made 
up of 300 or 400 men, all armed, who fired 
at every white man they saw. 

The militia arrived on the scene a few |}. 
minutes later and arrested nearly all 
of the negro rioters. As soon as the ne- 
groes had been taken away, a mob of 
white men formed and burned all the 
negro houses on Bond avenue between 
Tenth and Twelfth streets, 43 houses be- 
ing destroyed. Z 

In the fire zone at Sixth and Broad- 
Way, two negroes are reported to have 
been burned to death. At Fifth and 
Rallroad, another death by fire was re- 
ported. 

One of the mid afternoon killings waa 
at 4 o'clock, at Breadway and Main 
street. A negro was shot down one of 
those firing on him being a buy in short 
trousers. The driver of the first ambu- 
lance that came was nut permifted to re- 
move this body, and it lay for an hour 
beside the street car tracks, seen by the 
passengers in every passing car. 

At 3:30 this morning a negro, stil] liv- 
ing, but in a critical condition, was 
found in a sewer manhole at Sixth street 
and Broadway.

No one made a move io lift the blood- 
covered form, and the Sergeant walked 
away, remarking, when 1 questioned 
him about an ambulance, that the am- 
bulances had quit coming. However, an 
urndertaker’s ambulance did come 15 min- 
utes later, and took away the lifeless 
negro, who had in the meantime been 
further kicked and stoned. 

By that time, the fire in the rear of 
the negro houses had grown hotter, and 
men were in all the narrow 
spaces through which the negroes might 
eume to the street.

“Don't do that,” he appealed. “I 
haven't hurt nobody.” The answer 
was a blow from one side, a_ piece of 
curbstone from the other side, and a 
push which sent him on the brick 
pavement. He did not rise again, ana 
the battering and kicking of his sku!! 
continued until he lay still, his blood 
flowing half way across the street. 
Before he had been booted to the op- 
posite curb, another negro appeared. 
and the same deeds weer repeated. I! 
did not see any revolver shots fired at 
these men. Bullets and ammunition 
were saved for use at longer range. 
It was the jast negro I have mentioned 
who was apparently finished by the 
stone hurled upon his neck by the 
noticeably well-dressed young man. 

The butchering of the fire-trapped 
negroes went on so rapidly that, when 
I walked back to the alley a few min- 
utes later, one was lying dead in the 
alley on the west side of Fourth strest 
an another on the east side.

When one of the soldiers held his gun 
as a barriers the woman with the broom- 
stick seized it with both hands, and 
struggled to wrest it from him, while 
the others, striking at the negress, in 
spite of the other militiamen, frightened 
ter thoroughly and hurt her somewhat. 


From negress baiting, the well-pleased 
procession turned to see a lynching. A 
negro, his head laid open Dy a great 
stone-cut, had been dragged to the 
mouth of the alley on Fourth Street and 
a smal] rope was being put about his 
neck, There was joking comment on the 
weakness of the rope, and everyone was 
prepared for what happened when !t Was 
pulled over a projecting cable box, a 
short distance up the pole. It broke, let- 
ting the negro tumble back to his knees. 
and causing one of the Men who was 
pulling on it to sprawl on the pave- 
ment. : 

Stouter Rope Obtained. 

An old man, with a cap like those worn 
by street car conductors, but showing 
no badge of car service, came out of his 
house to protest. “Don't you hang that 
man on this etreet,” he shouted. “I 
dare you to.” He was pushed angrily 
away, and a rope, obviously strong 
enough for its purpose, was brought. 

Right here I saw the most sickening 
incident of the evening. To put the rope 
around the negro'’s neck, one of the

While this lynching was in prepara- 
tion £ walked to Broadway, found a 
Corporal’s guard of militiamen, whe 
aad just come from where the firemen 
were working, and called their attention 
to what was going on. I do not know 
that they could have done anything co 
stop it. I know that they did not try to. 

In the first hour that | Was there I 
saw no sufficient body of’ militiamen 
anywhere, and no serio'«~ effort, on the 
part of the few who were abvul '* 
prevent bloodshed. Most of the men in 
uniform were frankly fraternizing with 
the men in the street. But beginning at 
7:30, I did see ius .aiices of what national 
guardsmen, in reasonable numbers, and 
led by worthy officers, can do. 

Rescue Some Netroes. 

First, there came a hollow ‘square of 
soldiers froin the fire zone along 
Broadway. In the front row of the 
frightened group within the square was 
a mulatto boy, not more than 6 véears 
old. Further within the group were 
other children with their mothers. The 
negro men were marching with their 
hands raised, and some of the women 
were also holding up their hands. 

The natural point of attack was in the 
rear, and the soldiers, under sharp com- 
mands from an _ officer, repeatedly 
turned about and made room with their 
bayonets. The pitiful procession got 
safely around the corner and to the 
police station. Some smaller rescues of 
a similar kind were carried out in the 
next few minutes. 


Following one of these rescue partics 
to the police station, I suddenly be- 
came aware that a new man, and a 
new spirit of soldiery, had entered into 
the situation. A man in a light suit 
and a etraw hat, who had just come 
into town, was listening to a few de- 
tails of what had happened in the netgh- 
borhbood. He gave some quick com- 
mands, and in a moment, the first ade- 
quate body of guardsmen that I had 
seen was marching toward Broadway. 
The soldiers were from B company and 
other companies of the Fourth Itlinois, 
ond the apparent civilian in command 
was Col. Steptien O. Tripp of the Ad- 
jutant-General's office in Springfield. 

As they turned into Broadway, cou- 
ble-quick was ordered, and it was none 
too quick, for another lynching was be- 
ing prepared. This lynching was ap- 
parently to be on Broadway, and a ne- 
gro, his head cut, but still conscious 
and struggling, was being dragged along 
the pavement with a rope around his 
neck. — 

“Get those men!” was the command, | 
and a moment later several white men 
were in line on the south sidewalk, 
some of them with hands raised, while 
guardsmen faced them’ with bayonets.

Temper of Crowd Changes. 


The temper of the men in the street 
showed a change after the first eneoun- 
ter with Tripp methods.

M. J. Tobin, Fire Chief of East St. 
Louis, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this morning that information gath- 
ered .y him showed that 310 houses 
were burned by the mob, covering a 
total area of 16% blocks, He esti- 
mated the damage roughly at $300,- 
000. That it was n¢ more, he said, 
was due to the ‘act that most of the 
houses destrcyed were frame structures. 
Probably half of them were two-story 
houces once occupied by whites. 

The fires continued for more than 
13 hours. Seven East St. Louis and 
ti: ree St. Louis fire companies pre- 
vented spread of the flames to more 
valuable property, except in the case 
of the Broadway Theater and the 
Southern Railway warehouse and 
many freight cars ioaded with mer- 
chandise, which were destroyed.

THINKS WORST IS OVER 


Asserts, in Statement, Order Will 
Be Maintained at Whatever 
Coast. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., July 3.—Martial 
law will not be declared in Kast St 
Louis, Gov. Lowden said today. He be- 
lieves greater co-operation can be ex- 
tended by local authorities as long as 
martial law is not declared. 

The Governor said that he had talked 
over the telephone with Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Dicksom, who iis m East St. Louis 
in command of troops, and that the Ad- 
jutant-General thinks the authorities 


have the situation well in hand. 
’ 


Stntement by Gov. Lowden, 

Gov. Lowden’'s statement, issued at 
11:30 a. m., just after he finished talking 
with the Adjutant-General over the 
phone, follows: 

“Yesterday morning we were advised 
that rioting had broken out in East St. 
Louis. We at once hegan to order troops 
io East St. Louis and Col. H. O. Tripp of 
the Adijutant-General’'s department, was 
dispatched to take eharge of the situa- 
tion. Kefore the troops could arrive in 
sufficient number the rioting became se 
By about midnight. however, last 
we had 14 companies on. the 
ground. Before we ¢ould get control of 
the situation 23 persons, black and 
white, according to our present informa. 
tion, had been killed. 

“Gen. Dickson arrived there about 
midnight on a special train and tok 
command of the situation in person. I 
have just had him on the long-distance 
telephone ani he informs me that he 
thinks they have the situation well in 
hand, The civil authorities there now 
are co-operating fully with him. He, in 
conference with the Mayor and Chief of 
Police, ts districting the city and pro 
poses th tontrol every portion of it, and 
will not permit persons to loiter or gath- 
er in groups upon the streets. 

“IT instructed Gen. Dickson yester- 
day to use as drastic tveasures as tn 
his judgment were necessary to re- 
store law and order. . There will be 
no partiality as between races. Or- 
der will be maintajned, if it requires 
all the troops .t aur disposal to ae- 
ecmplish thts. 

“It has been suggested that | pro- 
claim martial law ’within thie territ- 
tory. In my judgnmient, at the present 
time, this would weaken instead of 
strengthen our pesition, We have 
employed our troops a8 rapidly as wa 
could concentrate them in East St. 
Louis, as effectually as though mar.- 
tial law had been declared. We naw 
have in addition to those troops the 
police and other civil authorities coe- 
operating with us |heartily. 

First Duty to KRestuore Order. 
declare martial law would 
eliminate the police force and all 
other civil authorities and would not 
add a single soldier to our forces. 
The first duty, thenefore, seems clear- 
ly to me to be to employ all our 
forces, civil and mallitary, in restor- 
ing order. When that is done it 
will be time to consider further meas- 
ures to avoid a repetition of this 
lamentable situation. 

“The State at this time has nothing 
to do with the merits of this con- 
troversy. [t proposes. that order 
shall be maintained at whatever cogt, 
and as against the whites and the

Mayor Moliman called the Governor's 
office a second time at 5 p. m., McGiynn 
said, and again insisted that martial law 
should be declared without delay. This

McGlynn asserted that Mast St. Louis 
had no confidence in the militiamen now 
on duty.

PRICES WENT UP 


Grand Jury Found Enormous 
Quantities in Storage Here 
When Shortage Was Alleged. 


REPORT TO WASHINGTON 


100,000 Barrels of Flour Was 
Record Amount; Virtually a 


Corner im Rice. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter learned today 
that the Iederal grand jury which was 
called in St. Louis and investigated dur- 
ing the month of May the supposed food- 
stuffs shortage here, gathered informa- 
tion to the effect some-of the principal 
staples were stored in local warehouses 
in enormous quantities. 

The grand jury was shown that, in the 


last two weeks of April, Government 


agents had found 100,000 barrels of flour, 


34,500 bags of rice stored here, and a 
plentiful supply of sugar, or from eight 
to ten carloads, arriving daily at that 
time in St. Louis—enough to supply the 
per capita consumption of one and a 
half million peuple. | 

Furthermore, the gran@ jury was 
armnazed to learn Trom witnesse® tiat 
this enormous amount of flour was 45,- 
000 barrels greater than has ever been 
stored tn this city at one time, and that 
this city had a corner in rice and was 
actually shipping it back te commuai- 
ties where it was grown ata profit. 

Priecsn Were Manipulnated, 

Camied pork and beans aiso were not 
alarmingly scarce, the grand, jury 
learned from witnesses who revealed 
some trade secrets concerning the ma- 
nipulation of the price of this staple, 
which jumped nearly a dollar a case on 
the strength of an anonymous letter, a 
copy of which was given the grand fury. 

On instructions frcm the Department | 
of Justice the Krand jury did not con- 
sider. an indictment, but forwarded its 
evidence through Assistant United States 
wistrict Attorney Woodward to Wash- 
ington for the department and the Pres- 
dent, but may be called later to record 
its conclusions on the evidence 

Some of the witnesses summoned and 
interrogated. Ly Woodward before the 
rceand jury were local . merchandise 
brokers and officials of one of the larg- 
est sugar retining companies in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Shortly after this investigation war 
econcjuded the Americar. Sugar Refining 
Co. replaced James Hutchinson & Sona, 
sugar brokers at 712 Spruce street, their 
representative for 82 yoars, with a pri- 
vate branch with offices in the RailWay 
Exchange Building. 

Hutchinson declared today that the 
vyrand jury Investigation had nothing to 
do with his losing the sugar cutnpany’'s 
aceount, stating that “If Henry O. Ha- 
vermeyver was living there would not 
have been a change in management of 
the creat refinery’s affairs. 

“Rut I still represent the Great West- 

ern Peet Sugar Co., and a Michigan re- 
finery.’ he added, “and when I get on 
my feet I'm going to fight the Amert- 
ear and so are the other brokers.”’ 
‘In the course of their investigation, 
the Government agents also learned 
that foodstuffs in transits are often the 
prey of speculating jobbers who buy and 
sell the car virtually a8 it roms alon,y 
to its destination. In one instance, the 
reporter was informed, four profits wérr 
made on a car of canned beans before 
they reached the destination, one jobb-r 
buying and selling to another, always 
at a profit. 

An example of how prices were manip- 
ulated was given the grand jury by the 
Government agents, who got possession 
of a letter sent: to wholesale merchants, 
which reads as follows: 

“Why sell pork and beans for % cents 
a case when you can get $2 a case? 

“yours, F. A B, P.” : 

Witnesses informed the grand jury 
that “F. A. B. P.” was understood 
by the trade as meaning “For a Bet- 
ted’ Profit.” 

Goodsa “Nere Pientiful. 

At this time the particular brand 
of pork and beans referred to in the 
letter, the sender of which is not 
known to the grand jury, was on this 
market in large quantities, one ship- 
ment containing 30,000 cases. 

During the reporter's investigation o* 
“@. food problem presented to the 
grand jury, he found stored in a furni- 
ture house a carload of whisky, shipped 
to St. Louis about two weeks ago, while 
Congress was considering the prohitt- 
tion rider to the food conservation Dill. 
This house had never stored whisky, 
and the manager did not understand 
why the consignees selected his place, 
to store it 

Assistant District Attorney Wood- 
ward declined to make public his repert 
to Washington on the grand frry tin- 
vestigation or the result of food inspec- 
tors who searched loca) warehouses fer 
aecumulated fvodstuffs, but admiited 
that the investigation was satisfactory 
froir. the standpoint of the Governmcnt. 

He also declined to ‘rive apecific 
amounts of food found in the ware- 
hauses, but declared that, tn his belief, 
the public was the prey of Speculators 
wher the cry of food famine was abroad 
last April, and not suffering because of 
an actual existing shortage.

ROES CAUSE 


East St. Louis Labor Leader Deciares Many of 
Blacks Were Imp-:rted; Large Employers 
Say Most of Them 


Came Voluntarily. 


A Post-Dispcteh reporter today inter 
Viewed la»or leaders and large employ. 
ers of labor in Bast St. Louis for an ex- 
pression of opinion as to the cause »t 
the race riots, which have grown out 
the large intlux of negroes from the 
South in the last 12 months. 

Michael Whalen, City Clerk of East 
51. Louis, and also president of the 
Central Trades and lI.abor Council there, 
stated that the riots are the result of a 
growing impression during the last year 


that the biz emproyers or labor were 
determined to make East St. Louis “a 
negru town,” and in so doing destuoy 
labor unions, 

“Last summer,” Whalen explained, 
“4500 white men went on strike in 
the Armour, Swift and Mofria nack- 
inz ‘lants. Bight nundred negroes, 
imported from the South, took places 
in there plants as strikebreakers, 

Nexroes Broncht From South. 

“The negroes came tron, the South 
in box cars and some in day coaches. 
Their work at the packing plants wae 
the loading of box cars, the handling 
of crates of meat and lard. and push- 


ing trucks 
“When the sttike was ended, the 9” 


acgroes remained emplojed at the pack- 
ing plants and that many white men 
failed to get their jobs back. 

“Since then negroes nave been coming 
continuously from the South to East St. 
Louls. They ‘arrive principally on sSun- 
day nights, when three or four day 
coaches loaded with them arrive here. 
Many negr is bring their families” 

Whalen asserted that among the Dig 
employers who had taid off white men 
and employed negroes were the Switli,

NEGRO 1S SLAIN IN CHICAGO 


CHICAGO, July 3.—Clarence Kelly, a 
negro, died early today from wounds 
received last night after he terrvrized 
the passengers on an elevated railway 
train and cut two persons with a knife. 

Kelly was sented in a car with his 
feet in the aisle when Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
J. Hohing passed through. Hohing ac- 
cidentally stumbled against the negro’s 
feet and Kelly attacked him.. 

Hohing threw up his hands to guard 
himself from the knife the negro flour- 
ished and received a cut across his right 
hand. The negro then wounded Mrs. 
Hohing slichtly before he was seized by 
passengers and the train crew. At Hel- 
mont statinon on the North Side the 
Hohings left the car, and Kelly fol- 
lowed them, shaking off his captors 
A policeman who was summoned tried 
to subdue the negro with his club, and, 
failing, shot him.

This was the créed the immortal 
i'Mutvaney taught to the young recruits 
they joined ‘““The Old Regiment” 
‘out in India. If you will substitute for 

“Queen” the flag of your own ideal of 

what you are fighting for, you will have 
a perfect soldier's creed of your Own. 
For the ruler of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the toast of every British army 
mess, is merely the symbol of national- 
ism, 
what the throne stands for; just as the 
flag stands for nationalism with us. 
As to fearing God, every normal man 
has his own reactions jn those matters, 
and most of us have no confidants. 
Shooting straight is the third count in 
the creed, and fully as important as the 
others. It will be taken up in detail ir 
later chapters. 

The importance of keeping clean, Mul- 
vaney made the last command of the 
He gave it the place that ofTra 
tors give their most telling point. Every 
soldier will- understand why he did it. A 
soldier has no more important duty than 
keeping clean. He will find himself u. - 
able to discharge his othef dutics if he 
neglects this one. 

How One Recruit profited. 

The importance of cleanliness and how 
to go about achieving it under all but 
plainly impossible conditions will also 
be taken up in detail later. In this 
chapter I am going to tell the selected 
man how to prepare himself and his lug- 
wage for the call to the mobilization 
camp. 

There are two kinds of physical clean- 
liness—cleanliness of muscle and clean- 
liness of skin. The first you get by exer- 
cise and the second by soap and water. 
A good soldier #8 clean both ways. A 
recruit is pretty sure, especially the re- 
cruits for the national army, to be clean 
in the soap-and-water way when he 
joins the army. There is no reason wnv 
he should not be muscularly clean, and 
there is no reason why he should not 
keep himself soap-and-water clean when 
he goes to camp. 

Muscular cleanness the selected men 
can get to great degree by what is 
known in the army as “setting-up drill.’ 
At your school it was probably called 
calisthenics. Any time you go to a 
public school you are likely to see a lot 
of little children going through those 
exercises, but don’t get the impression 
that there is anything childish about the 
setting-up drill. If you come to it with 
soft muscles you will regret it. 

Important to Be Prepared. 

[ know of one young man about six 
feet in his stockings and of a wiry, 
sinewy build who joined a training corps 
to prepare himself for the officers’ re- 
serve. He had been‘ working with h's 
head and not with his hands for a num- 
ber of years and while he was not faf, 
his muscles were out of condition. 

The instructor was a young man who 
had taught athletics at West Point, and 
the first night this rookie Jd6ined the 
corps there was about 20 minutes of stiff 
setting-up drill. The next day he conil 
hardly move. He had taken the idea of 
setting-up lightly. It would be-.a gooi 
thing for him, he thought—a little light 
exercise two or three times a week. 

When he found he could barely holst 
himself out of bed the next morning he 
revised his ideas about the lightness of 
setting-up drill. We discovered sore 
muscles in places where he didn't think 
there were any muscles at all. But he 
knew there was only one thing to do— 
keep at it. Groaning painfully, he forced 
himself through about five minutes of 
it the next morning and about 10 min- 
utes that evening. He kept it up morn- 
ing and evening. In a few days the sore. 
ness Was gone. _He went through his 
second drill under the instructor with- 
out much discomfort the following day, 
and in a few weeks he found himself 
able to do ‘‘stunts’’ with his body that 
he had not been abie to do since he was 
a schoolboy. 

WIll Strengthen “iv ery Muscle. 

The point of this little story is that 
the army setting-up drill is no joke. It 
is stiff exercise for a man who is not in 
food hard condition, and the thing for 
you to do is to be in as good hard con- 
dition as you possibly can when you 
join the army. Then the sétting-up 
drill is a pleasure. 

In the army there is a regular tech- 
nique, a complete system of exercises. 
Tc explain and illustrate these various 
exercises in detail would fill a small 
size book without anything else. There 
is no real need to go into this subject 
with such thoroughness in this series 
of articles. 

Nearly any boy knows the various 
arm exercises, for instance. If you don’t 
know them your little brother or the 
reighbor's son knows them, and he wil! 
be glad to teach them to you. He prob- 
ably knows most of the others that are 
commonly used. There is naturally not 
much room for originality in the field of 
ordinary exercising without appliances. 
What you want roughly is to work 
your back and stomach and chest and 
etm and leg muscles. There are certain 
conventional exercises that cover this 
field in a general way, and practically 
every man knows some or nearly al! of 
them. 

Of course, if you can exercise regular- 
ly in the open air, so much the better. 
But even if as strenuous a game as 
tennis is a part of your regular daily 
program, I would still take the morning 
and evening setting-up drill. This sys- 
tem of exercise, if carried out thorough-

ily and intelliggntly, will develop and 


harden every muscle in the body. And 
a soldier needs all of his muscles. 

For instance, many a man thinks there 
is something wrong with his feet when 
all they need is a little intelligent ex- 
eicising. He supposes that his arches 
are falling when there is nothing the 
matter with his feet but a weakness of 
the tendons and muscles due to improp- 
er shoes, cultivating improper walking 
and a lack of the proper exercise. 

Mere, for example, ie a simple little 


It is not the individual ruler but] 


exercise which will help. Place the toes 
together—feet bare, of course—with the 
heels apart. Raise yourself slowly to 
tiptoe and then let yourself slowly down 
ON THE OUTSICE OF THE FOOT. 
You will find that this will give you a 
rew pleasure in walking after you have 
done it for a few weexs. 

Also be very careful about lacing high 
shoes tightly around the ankle. Ther- 
are powerful tendons there that must 
have free play. I have known of sev- 
eral men in civil life who thought they 
tad rheumatism or flat foot or some- 
thing equally severe because of pain 
vp the back of the legs. There was 
rothing the matter with them but tigh: 
lacing around the ankles. 

Remedy for Foot Defects. 

Corns, bunions, bad callouses and sim- 
ilar defects of the feet cannot be han- 
Gled as simply as this. If you have that 
kind of trouble, even in the slightest de- 
gree, my advice is that you go to a 
g00d chiropodist and have him put your 
feet in good condition. Be careful and 
hick out a good one. Avold quacks who 
advertise that they will turn you out 
without a foot blemish in 15 minutes.

A soldier who has 
tre slightest thing wrong with his feet 
might as well have a bullet through his 
leg for all the good he is in an army. 
A man cannot march briskly and stead- 
ity, he cannot fight comfortably, he can- 
not have peace of mind or body if his 
feet are bothering him. 

In a later chapter I will take up in 
detail the care of the feet after you 
have become a soldier—what to do for 
them in camp and on the march. This 
is the preliminary physical preparation 
and it is among the most important du- 
t1es you have to perform before you are 
Called to the colors.

Ceaseless Warfare on Dirt. 

You must keep your skin clean, 
hair clear, your teeth clean, your clothes 
clean, your tent clean, your camp clean. 
You must never let up for an instant in 
the warfare against dirt. Soldiers who 
are punished for lack of neatness are 
not the victims of tyranny and official 
fussiness. A dirty soldier is disliked by 
his comrades and his officers because ne 
is a menace to the hea!th and 
being of all of them. 

I cannot, unfortunately, tell you just 
what amount of luggage vou. will be 
permitted to take. That will be laid 
down in orders when you are called to 
the colors. But when that order is pub- 
lished study it carefully. See how many 
pounds of luggage or what size suit case, 
or whatever it is, you are permitted t» 
take. Then select those things which 
your daily habit has made essential t» 
your comfort and cleanliness. 

What to Take With ‘on, 

Take plenty of the kind of underwear 
you like. As it wears out you can buy 
good underwear from the Government 
out of your clothing allowance, ané 
gradually accustom yourself to it. Take 
your toothbrush and shaving tackle ana 
the kind of shaving and toilet soap yo: 
like. Take everything else you can. 
Then, as you fit yourself into the sol- 
dier’s life, you will gradually see how 
you can reduce the amount without 
reducing vour comfort. 

Finally, you will be able to take the 
field with a fraction of what you brought 
to camp and still have everything you 
require to make yourself a clean and 
efficient soldier.

EXPIRES SUDDENLY 
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Noted English Actor’s Death Fol- 
lows Collapse When He Was 
Thought to Be Recovering. 


LONDON, July 3.—According to the 
morning papers the death of Sir Her- 
bert Beerbohn Tree last night was not 
caused by the recent operation but 
it was a case of collapse so sudden 
that he died in a few moments. Sir 
Herbert had discussed business affairs 
with Mr. Dana, his business manager 
during the last few days. They were 
thus engaged for some time Monday 
afternoon, and when Mr. Dana left 
Sir Herbert was in a cheerfvl mood, 
as he expected to be able to leave his 
bed soon. 

Sir Herbert, who had made many pub- 
lica appearances since his return from 
the United States, delivering addresses 
describing his experiences in America, 
had been ill for several days. It was 
announced that recently he had suc- 
cessfully undergone an operation on his 
knee,- which he had hurt by slipping 
descending stairs and wais making sai 
isfactory progress toward recovery. 


In St. Louis New Year’s Week, 
Sir Herbert, a popuiar figure on the 


stage in London for nearly. #0 vears, 
was the best known in the United 
States of the English actors-managers. 
Sir Herbert played in St. Louis last 
New Year’s week, as Cardinal Wolsey 
in “Henry VIII.” He appeared in New 
York last winter in an adaption of 
Thackeray’s Colonel Niewcome and 
returned to London late in May. Sir 
Herbert was the manager of His Ma- 
jesty’s Theater and was president of 
the Theatrical Managers’ Association, 
succeeding the late Sir Henry Irving, in 
that capacity. 

The son of Julius Reerbohm, a grain 
merchant, Sir Herbert was born in Lon- 
don, Dec. 17, 1853. He wais educated in 
England and in Germany and in 1870 
entered his father’s office. Soon after- 
ward he became interested in amateur 
theatricals and gradually drifted into 
the profession, appearing in various 
London theaterg,as an amateur in 1876. 
In 1883 he made a big hit at the Globe 
as Prince Borowski in the “Glass of 
Fashion."’ In 1884 he originated the role 
of the Rev. Robert Spalding in ‘‘The 
Private Secretary.”’ 

In 1887 Sir Herbert became a manager 
and leased the Haymarket Theater in 
London ard continued his previous suc- 
cess aS an actor and creator of new 
rotes. In January, 1895, he came to the 
United States for the first time and 
made his first appearance in New York 
late in the same month. He played the 
familiar part of Svengali in ‘‘Triltbyv” for 
the first time in London, late in 1895, 
About that time Fe appeared more often 
in Shakespearian plays and in June, 
19, he was knighted by King Edward.

Work of Finding Officers. 
The War Department is progressing 


with the difficult task of finding officers 
for the force. Part of these will come 
from the 16 officers’ training camps. 
The first 10,000 of the #,000 men at the 
camps will be selected for commissions 
in the first increment of the new army. 
That is less than half the number of 
officers necessary. The War Depart- 
ment approved today recommendations 
of commanders of regular regiments, 
which will commission 3000 or more reg- 
ular noncommissioned officers, to be 
Lieutenants or Captains in the first 625,- 
000 of the national army. It is under- 
» stood that more than 5? men from each 
regiment, in addition to those at the offi- 
cers, training camps, will be given com- 
missions for the period of the war. 

A trained and experienced regular offi- 
cer will command each regiment of the 
national-army. To aid him, he will have 
several other regular officers experi- 

ced in’? particular lines, such as his 
Adjutant, at least one Major, his 
ordnance and quartermaster officers and 
some others. The remainder of the offi- 
cers will come from the reserve lists. 
the training camps or the ranks of the 
regular service.

HERE is to be a ReSistration Day for women, the same as there has 
been for men, the only difference being that women are not as yet 
to be conscripted, and each is to be allowed to select her own branch

of patriotic sérvice. 


The day is to be appointed by the Governor of each State, and Gov. 
Gardner has intimated that he will appoint July 28 for Missouri. 

All these things have been decreed by the Council of National Defense, 
created and approved by act of Congress and composed of the Secretaries of 


War, Navy, Interior, Agriculture and 

Our Government, observing in Europe 
what responsibility devolves upon wom- 
en while men are at war, and desiring 
to profit in every way by the experi- 
ence and mistakes of other nations, is 
now giving official consideration and 
recognition to women’s service. That 
women so far are left under the volun- 
teer system rather than drafted is not 
to be taken as an indication that our 
service is valued less or considered less 
essential than men’s. It may be inter- 
preted as a tribute of confidence in 
woman's patriotic response or attributed 
to the fact that our service is not so 
immediately urgent as men’s. 

Woll Co-operate in Work. 

Perceiving, too, how much defense 
work already is being done by women 
in separate groups, it is desired to or- 
ganize, co-ordinate and unify all activ- 
ities of women so that the highest effi- 
ciency may be conserved and that there 
may be no waste, no overlapping nor 
luplication of effort. 

So now a woman's branch of the Na- 
tional Council of Defense is being or- 
ganized state by state, with an Execu- 
tive Committee of 10 women at the cap- 
ital working right along with the Pres- 
ident’s Cabinet and experts called to 
war service. 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw ts chairman 
of this committee. Mrs. Philip N. Moore, 
Miss Ida Tarbell and’Mrs. Stanley Mc- 
Cormick are vice chairmen. The other 
members are Mrs. Josiah Evans Cowles, 
Mrs. Joseph R. Lamar, Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, Mrs. Antoinette Funk, 
Miss Agnes Nestor and Miss Maude 
Wetmore. 

It will be observed by these names 
how broadly and diversely women’s ac- 
tivities are represented. Some of the 
causes these women have led In times 
past worked in opposite directions. 

About all the general public has 
been able to hear about progress of 
the work of the Women’s Committee 
to date is that they are listing, card 
indexing and registering the women 
of the country. And that has seemed 
rather vague and far away. Invaria- 
bly the question arises, “What are 
they going to do with us when they 
have got us listed, card indexed and 
registered?"

In the whole affair the American flag 
and the sacred spirit of patriotism were 
nudaciously employed when bare legs 
and raucous voices failed to excite suf- 
ficiently to loosen purse strings. 

Probably 1000 Persons Present. 

Probably 1000 persons attended the af- 
fair. This estimate was given by a wait- 
er, who responded when asked about 
the crowd: ‘‘About a thousand finan- 
ciers.”" He defined “financiers” as 
“gents who have money because they 
never spend it.”’ 

As usual with Louis*Press Club” 
Lenefits, the speakers’ program was,in- 
volved with irregularities. This time 
former Excise Commissioner Horace 
Kkumsey, listed to speak in behalf of re- 
cruiting for Battery A, Missouri Field 
Artillery, lent his name to the occa- 
sion, but not his presence. His absence 
went without apology. 

The “Press Club’”’ got the money first 
this season and then left their ‘‘guests”’ 
to take or leave refreshment. In addi- 
tion to the general admission fee of 50 
cents at the gate, one dollar Was 
charged for admittance to the covered 
portion of the garden. For this dollar, 
however, a ticket with four coupons, 
each good for 2 cents in trdde, was 
given. There was no refund for unused 
coupons.

The “Press Club” is the only private 
club which regularly calls on the public 
for financiai help in this manner. It 
has nearly 700 members, about 7 of 
whom are members or former members 
of the staffs of daily newspapers. The 
funds raised are to be applied to the 
club's deficit.

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THE EAST ST. LOUIS MURDERS. 


Law, order and governmental authority were 
trampled under the feet of a murderous mob in 
East St. Louis Monday, to the shameful disgrace 
of the city and State. Anarchy and murder ruled 
the city for several hours. 

Scores of negro men, women and children were 
killed or beaten and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property was destroyed without 
apparent effort to check the violence of the mob 
on the part of the police force and companies of 
the national guard sent to the city to maintain 
order and enforce the laws of the State. 

Either from terror or sympathy with the mob, 
the police did nothing to check the mob’s violence, 
but why were the forces of the national guard in- 
active until the mob had done its bloody work? 
Why was there not a bullet nor a bayonet used 
against the mob which freely used torch, club and 
bullet against negroes, regardless of age or sex 
or character? 

If the word of Adjutant-General Dickson, who: 
arrived after the mob had finished its work, is 
to be taken as evidence of the intent of the na- 
tional guard officers the guardsmen lacked proper 
orders. Gen. Dickson is quoted as saying that the 
guard accomplished the purpose for which it was 
sent by arresting several hundred of the mob 
without the use of bullets or bayonets and if the 
guardsmen had used bullets and bayonets there 
would have been wholesale killings. 

But there were wholesale killings and whole- 
sale burning of property. The mob did the killing 
in defiance of law, when, if any killing was done, 
it should have been done in enforcement of law 
by the soldiers and police. 

Why was the mob permitted to collect and be- 
gin its work? The critical time to stop the dis- 
order was in the beginning. Having failed to 
check the gathering of the mob, why were not its 
members shot down when they began to kill ne- 
groes? Better that a thousand lawless murderers 
be killed in support of law and orderly govern- 
ment than that one citizen be killed by a lawless 
mob. The failure of the soldiers sent to sustain 
law and order and to use force for that purpose 
did not prevent bloodshed. ‘It merely encouraged 
murder and arson, 3 ; 

It is hardly worth while to question the author- 
ities of East St. Louis. They have failed utterly 
in their duty, for well-known causes. They have 
known of the gathering storm without taking ef- 
fective steps to check it. They have never, ex- 
cept in spasmodic temporary efforts, enforced the 
laws. The bloody 
elements of the city is the.culmination of a long

reign of lawlessness. 
nation in law enforcement have been the founda- 
tion of political power in East St. Louis for years. 
The lawless elements have long been the masters 
of governmental authority and used their license

without fear of restraint. 
The State of Illinois, however, is responsible 


for consequences of Monday’s outpreak.° It as- 


sumed responsibility when [Illinois guardsmen 
were sent to East St. Louis to maintain law and 
order. The State should inquire into the con- 
duct of the officers in charge of the State’s forces 
and hold every man guilty of failure to do his 
duty to strict accountability. This much, with 
the prosecution of the mob leaders, must be done 
for the future of civilization and law in the State. 
‘ Meanwhile we indulge the hope that Monday’s 
lesson will be effective to prevent further mob vio- 


lence. Hereafter, at least, neither false humanity 


nor political weakness should restrain soldiers 
sent to sustain law and order from using bullets 
and bayonets on murderous mobs or individuals. 
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THE LAST RESORT. 

America’s entrance into the world war has not 
been in vain. It has provided attractions for the 
fifth annual frolic of the St. Louis Press Club. 
War is a fearful thing, but the press club must 
have attractions. And patriotism is a glorious 
thing, but the press club is not above enlisting 
it for its fifth annual grab. 

When the program, for the fifth frolic was 
planned it was plain ‘that, with the nation at 
war, something was needed besides the usual 
cabaret capers and frolic froth. With everybody 
thinking war and talking war and patriotism at 
high pitch, soldier stuff was needed to put the 
thing over. So the war was annexed and made 
the top liner and patriotism was tricked out in 
cap and bells to pluck the public. To paraphrase 
Dr. Johnson's definition, patriotism is the last re- 
sort of the grafter. 
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RUSSIA’S RETURN. 

The allied world is thrilled with the news that 
the Russian armies are on the move again and 
that in their first blow they have captured up- 
wards of 10,000 prisoners, Encouraging in itself, 
the news is the more exciting because it reveals 
that jloff is in command and Brussiloff is 
a Genera! who fights with a rush. 

The movement marks the passing of a great 
fear. The world, outside of Teutonia, has trem- 
bled lest the German fist should smite a demoral- 
ized and uncertain Muscovite force and put it for- 
ever out of action. 

The German explanation that there was hope 
of separate peace is too ingenuous. Junkerism 
would not be content with the doubtful success 
of politicians if there was reasonable promise of 
definite military triumph. The traditional Ger- 
man program of rolling up the enemy on one 
front, defeating him and then smashing the enemy 
on the other front was indicated. 

The simplest explanation is that liberty of ac- 
tion had passed to the other sidé. The Germans 
cculd not spare enough men from the western 
front. The pressure was too great. They had 


‘ 
the horns, they dared not let go. The famous 
east-west shift of forces was no longer possible. 

The Slavs are fighting against autocracy. If 
Russia's action does not defeat the enemy it will 
hold him until America’s million gets into the 
field. 
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FOOD CONTROL IMPERATIVE. 

“Either in the form for a separate bill or in 
connection with other war legislation,” the lobby 
of the Anti-Saloon League warns the President 
ofethe United States it will resume its drive upon 
the legislative branch of the Government to com- 
pel prohil-tion. For the ‘present it graciously 
waives right of way for the food control bill which 
is vital to the welfare of the nation and of world 
democracy. 

There is in the alternative presented a threat 
of further cuckoo legislation; of again imperil- 
ing democracy in the world conflict by loading 
other war measures down with ‘dry’ amend- 
ments. ; 

The first need is this: The bill. Congress 
should trifle no longer with this imperative duty. 
Pass Food Control! 
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INSURING OUR FIGHTING MEN. 

Meritorious and progressive is the plan under 
consideration by the Council of National Defense 
for the insurance by the Government of all men 
in the military and naval service of the United 
States. As outlined to date each soldier will have 
a policy for $4000 payable to his family in case of 
death and payable to himself either wholly or 
in part in case of disability, depending upon the | 
gravity of the disability. There are to be no pre- 
miums, the Governmént carrying the risks free. 

It is pointed out that in the Civil War some- 
thing over 2,000,000 were engaged on the Northern 
side and the amount paid out in pensions has al- 
ready reached approximately $5,000,000,000. As- 
suming that the same number take part in this 
war an average policy payment of $2300 could be 
made with $5,000,000,000. 

The chief merit of the new plan is that it will 
do away with the cumbersome and burdensome 
pension system which has been subject to grave 
abuses in the past. Many men have perjured 
themselves for a beggarly pittance, there have 
been charges and counter charges, vicious po- 
litical practices and other evils traceable to the 
present plan of compensating soldiers injured in 
war or their families for deaths of its members. 

While $4000 is no fortune, that amount in a 
lump sum would undoubtedly be more beneficial 
to a bereaved family than $10 or $15 a month 
doled out over a course of many years. The larger 
sum might mean a good education for young chil- 
dren, the establishment of a small paying busi- 
ness, the purchase of a home or other steps leac- 
ing to independence. The present pension system 
permits nothing but a precarious livelihood from 
month to month. The knowledge that his family 
ic insured against immediate want will go a long 
way toward improving the morale of a soldier or 
sailor who has left a dependent young wife of 
family behind.

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FARM TRACTORS AND ST. LOUIS. 

The first step in what is described as an indus- 
trial plan of large magnitude and exceptional in- 
terest is the absorption of a Minneapolis concer 
making power machinery for farms by a local con- 
cern long established in the business of manufac- 
turing staple farm tools and appliances. 

To make St. Louis the center of farm tractor 
manufacturing in the United States is said to be 
the aim of those who brought cbout the merger 
of the two enterprises. 

No other project for expanding local industry 
would seem to be better devised, more practical 
and promising of greater success. The next great 
development in American agriculture will follow 
the general application of power machinery to 
those various devices of enormous labor-saving 


American ingenuity. 

If 40 acres and a mule gave a livelihood in the 
past, 80 acres and a tractor will give a competency 
in the future. Tractor-drawn gang plows will do 
the work of half a dozen single plows drawn by 
as many teams. Tractor-drawn harrows, mowers 
and reapers aid an expedi‘ion that lessens the 
handicap of unfavorable weather, decrease drudg- 
ery and reduce costs. The new idea contributes to 
the more intensive agriculture which has become 
a world need. If the war chould long continue, 
the special conditions it creates will make a de- 
mand for tractors in countless numbers during the 
next few years. 

St. Louis obviously was a most advantageous 
center for the manufacture and distribution of 
motor vehicles. If its possibilities in that field 
have not been fully realized, its possibilities in 
connection with this later fofm of motor utility 
should be whole-heartedly and effectively im- 
proved. 

For, as the capital of a farming empire surpass- 
ing, all others in extent, in present prosperity, in 
receptiveness to new ideas and progressiveness 
and in the rewards obtainable for increased 
tillage, St. Louis unquestionably is the logical cen- 
ter of farm-tractor making.

Richard H. Lae Who Had 

Been Selected to-Draw Up 
| World’s Most Famous 
| Document, Was Absent 
and Jefferson Took Up the 
Task. 


NDEPENDENCE DAY this year. will 
| witness the unique spectacle of see- 
ing the Stars and Stripes and the 
flag of Great Britain intertwined in a 
bond of friendship, the United States 
allied with her old mother country in 
fighting the world battles of democracy. 
In that memorable document which was 
proclaimed to the inhabitants of the 
original 13 colonies 141 years ago to- 
morrow is a sentence which seems fit- 
ting today as an indictment of the Eu- 
ropean monarch against whom America 
is at war. It is this: 

Our repeated petitions have been 
answered only by repeated injury. 
And then follows this severe arraign- 

ment of the last of the English Kings 
who maintained the divine right of rule: 

A Prince whose character is thus 
marked by every act which may de- 
fine a tyrant is unfit to be the ruler 
of a free people. 

That is the sentence to which John 
Adams referred when he said that’ had 
he drawn up the paper he would not 
have inserted it. 

“I thought this too personal,’ he ex- 
pulained, ‘‘for I never believed George 
to be. a tyrant in disposition or in na- 
ture.”’ 

Prior to the revolutionary striggle, the 
sentiment in all the colonies for 10 years 
and more from the time of the first 
Stamp act troubles was powerfully 
against a severance of relations with the 
parent country. 


Paul Revere’s ride And the battle of 
Lexington and Concord in April 1775, 
memorable as those events are as the 
forerunners of the great conflict, failed 
to arouse any widespread enthusiasm 
for independence. It is even significant 
to note that just a year before the 
Declaration of Independence was unani- 
mously approved by all of the 13 col- 
onies the Continental Congress that had 
appointed Washington Commander in 
Chief of the army, drew up ‘on July 6, 
1775, a declaration .of the causes for 
taking up arms in which it was said: 

We mean not to.dissolve that union 
which has so long and so happily 
subsisted between us and which ‘we 

Sincerely wish to see restored.

VEN Thomas Jefferson, the au- 
thor of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, two months after the 

battle of Bunker Hill, wrote that he 

was “looking with fondness toward a 

reconcilation with Great Britain.’’ 

It has been said that the colonists 
were the conservatives, and George ITI 
and the English Parliament the radi- 
Cals in stafting the American Revolu- 
tion. A few far-sighted leaders, like 
Benjamin Franklin, Samvel and John 
Adams, and Patrick Henry, had felt at 
a comparatively early date that a break 
was inevitable.

The old bell 
ringer of Philadelphia, who had been 
patiently waiting for the news in the 
steeple of the historic State House, was 
the first to peal out the message of 
American independence on the bell ever 
since honored as the Liberty Bell. No 
longer was there any doubt that public 
opinion was ready for the step, for, as 
the news spread, it was everywhere re- 
ceived with the liveliest, ation. 

On July 9 word came yaaa Wash- 
ington at his headquarters in New York 
that the Declaration was ratified, and 
it was at once read to the soldiers and 
citizens.

With refer*nce to the aluminum com- 
pany, I shall quote from a statement 
made by Artlru’ V. Davis, its president.”

New York Tribune’s Paris Correspondent Quotes 
“High Authority” as Saying, Republic’s

Grimly for America’s Aid,” the Tribune today prints an article by Fred B. 
Pitney, its Paris correspondent, who has just arrived in this country from 
France, where he has been continuously since the war began, in which he 
says France is at the end of her reserve man power force and quotes a 
“high military authority” as saying that she will be actually at the “slip- 


ping” stage by the end of September. 


The writer cites cases purporting 
to have come under his own observa- 
tion where one-eyed men and men 
many times hitherto rejected for 
ficoating kidney and other ailments 
usually considered to make men whol- 
lv unfit for military duty are being 
sent back to the firing line. Veterans 
with wounds that, under ordinary 
circumstances, would be regarded as 
incapacitating them for further serv- 
have been ordered back to the 
trenches, so desperate hag the coun- 
try become in her effort to keep up 
her man power. He avers that, in 
many cases, soldiers have to go back 
to the firing lines with wounds but 
rartially healed, 

One Out of Every Six in Army. 

It is said that, out of a population 
of 39,000,000, France has put one out 
of every six in her armies. The 1917 
class is said to have been put into 
the trenches in the middle of 1916, 
fighting in the great battles of ‘the 
Somme at the age of 19. Part of the 
1918 class is in the trenches today, 
says.

America Must Fill the Gap. 

The correspondent warns America thit 
it is up to her to meet the peril that 
impends over France and banish it by 
throwing large forces of men onto the 
soil of the suffering republic forthwich 
to fill the gaps that are daily becoming 
wider. America, he says, must get her 
fighting men into the trenches by Sept. 
30 at the latest, and in large numbers, 
to keep the line on the Western front 
secure. A few thousands will not do.

BOLOGNA, July 3.—‘‘Cocchi confessed 
his crime to me before his arrest. He 
afso discussed his relatiéns with the 
New York police,” said Francesco Bar- 
oncini to the Associated Press corre- 
spondent today after submitting evi- 
dence in the New York murder case to 
‘he royal prosecutor. Baroncini is the 
husband of.Emma, elder sister of Maria 
Cocchi, the slayer’s wife. 

‘We have Maria’s interest at heart,’ 
said Baroncini. “We propose to fight 
for her reputation and hope to bring her 
home soon. We are as much shocked as 
the Kruger family and will do all in 
our power to punish Cocchi. When I 
demanded of Cocchi who was Visiting 
me at Imola to explain his abandon- 
ment of Maria he lied at first, then 
holding his head in his hands, said: 
‘This is too much. I must tell some- 
body.’ Tears were streaming down his 
fice and he said over and over again, 
‘Why did I do it? I didn’t mean to mo. 
lest the girl.’ 

“Cocchi swore to me he didn't at- 
tack the girl, but I do not believe that, 
though I think the crime unpremedi- 
tated. Neither do I believe his story 
of her falling and striking her head, The 
truth probably never will be known. 
There are certain details that even a 
man of that sort is ashamed to tell. 
Cocchi said he had a pull with the po- 
iice.
